SPEIKGFICIJ), Mass., Stnrch S.—The new 


ofilce of the Evening Union at the corner 
of. Main and TCorthingtou streets was 
burned about 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
and tho bliize was attended with tho most 
sickening horror, six of the employes meet- 
ing a terrible death, most of them jumping 
from tho fifth Btory and being crushed 
into 
a shapeless 
mass 
below. 
Six 


others were badly injured. 
The lira was 


first discovered in tho mailing-room and 
clouds of srr.oke were pouring out of tbo 
lower-story windows before the fifty souls 
on tho npper floor were aware o£ tlie!r dan- 
ger, Tho flames shot up an old elevator in 
the roar, cutting off escape by the stairway, • 
and most of tho employes who got out 
found thoir way to tho ground by way ol 
tho roof In the rear. 


Tho unfortunate men nnd women who 


crowded into tho editorial-rooms met n 
horrible fate. Sorao wero cut oil in the 
composing-room and moro arc believed to 
have perished, as several fell back Into the 
flames. Tho employes who rusbnd Intc 
the oditorinl-roouiB were cut off from the 
escape in the roar and had to face tho hor- 
rlblo alternative or burning to death 01 
jumping to the sidewalk bokw. 


The iiro department responded promptly, 


but it seemed an ago before it reached the 
windows on tlio fil'th floor, A ladder was 
put to tho fourth s'.ory, and tho Bight ol 
rescue so near seomed to madden ibe nuf- 
ferlng group at tho two windows, who 
dropped in succession to the sidewalk be- 
low.
